Continuing, he 
asked—How ae ae we told that oh 
self-government is country cou 
yoverned as cheaply as any small nation ra 
Kurope? The statement made last week by 
the new Minister of Finance gives us some 
hope for a:reduction. The Farmers’ Party 
are determined to keep the question of the 
necd for national economy in the forefront of 
their programme, 
The biggest drain on the nation’s purse was 
the Army, which was costing nearly eleven 
millions a year, or double the ost cj the 
Belgian Army. In peace what did this 
rountry want a large ig for? He ycuid 
like to see the Government of this country 
aiming at producing such a state of affairs as 
would make an Army ona goons i The sug- 
gestion had been put forward, and he thought 
it was á one, that Committees should 
appointed to investigate each department 
“—- — and report what economies sould 
made. , 
AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 
The agricultural interests of their country 
were faced with prospects. aa serious as any 
in their histéry. Small farmers in some 
parts of the country were in an appalling state 
of poverty. There war far too large a margin 
between the prices received hy producer 
and the price paid by the consumer. 
There are other matters, said Mr. McKenna, 
in regard to which it is essential that im- 
mediate action should be: taken—namely, the 


tical peace, without which all our efferts at 
progress and national development will be in 
vain. In matters ef such vital importance 
the State must protect its citizens and its own 
life. , Strikes and lock-outs are both équally 
absurd and ruinous. Employers and employés 
shonld recognise that it is to their interests, 
as well as tothe greater interests of the nation 
as a whole, that this wasteful, embittering 
system, which is only a relic of barbarism, 
should give place to a more civilised and Jess 
ruinous form of accommodation between the 
two furces in the industrial world. 

The recent strike at the ports has cost the 
country millions of money and Labour 
thousands of pounds loss of wages. 

Labour is perfectly entitled to combine 
undet the banner of trades unionism for the 
protection of its interesta; but it has allowed 
itself to be tied to the tail of a secret revolu- 
tionary junta, Bolshevist in its tendencies, 
under whose oppression the farmers of this 
country must not allow themselves ‘to sicken 
and die. Without issuing any threats, | 
would remind this junta that, as oppressed 
people in other countries were compelled to 
meet and face such tyrannical oppression of 
Bolshevism by combined effort, the traders 
and farmers of Ireland are determined to 
meet and defeat any unlawful and unjust 
efforts to ev them of their right to live 
and trade. Let the warnin given Ly the 
recent action at the port of Dublin rot go 
unheeded. _ We must also set our mind to the 
task of bringing about political peace which 
is undoubtedly a very urgent question.

Already the Socialist and Democratic newspapers begin to describe the pro- 
clamation of the “New Nationalist Germany” at Munich last night as opera 
bouffe, and, even more significant, the Junker newspapers are dismissing it as 
an F episode. 

Yesterday’s ill-prep:red coup, put into effect by a handful of enthusiasts with- 
out authority, has clearly checked the flowing tide in favour of the Monarchists and 
Nationalists, and, just as the idea of the Monarchy emerged discredited after the 
fiasco of the Kapp putsch, so it seems likely to receive another equally formidable 
set-back as a result of the present adventure.

QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 


In view of the favourable ,reports which 
have been received from all parts of the 
country, there is a belief that the embargo 
may be raised within a few days, and business 
between Great Britain and Ireland resumed. 
It has been pointed out that the diseased 
cattle had ample time to become infected be- 
tween the time of their arrival in Great 
Britain and the date on which the outbreak 
was detected. : 

Mr. John P. MacAvin, Secretary of the Irish 
Cattle Traders’ Association, states that, owing 
to the far-reaching and ruinous effectyof Enq- 
lish laws giving no compensation to stock- 
owners in a crisis like this. a live stock pro- 
tection fund is being formed for the protection 
of members against loss. 

A deputation which waited upon Mr. P. J. 
Hofan, Minister for Agriculture, and Mr. P. 
D. Walsh, Chief of the Veterinary Depart- 
ment, pointed out the hardships imposed upon 
the live-stock trade in Ireland by the embargo, 
laying special emphasis on the losses sustained 
by traders, who had cattle held up at ports 
of landing, in consequence of the law dis- 
allowing compensation to shippers whose 
cattle are slaughtered at the landing places or 
elsewhere. 

Mr. Hogan explained what had been done 
in the matter by the Veterinary Department, 
and the deputation expressed the hope that, 
when investigations had been completed, 
arrangements would be made for the early 
resumption of normal, trading.

FIRM STAND IN GLASGOW. 


Mr. John P. McAvin has been informed 
by the Glasgow Live Stock Salesmen’s Asso-

VETERINARY INSPECTIONS. 


A rumour had been current in Cork that 
cattle which were shipped from Cork to 
England were infected with foot-and-mouth 
disease. In consequence of this report 
inspectors of the Depgriment of Agriculture 
yesterday went to inspect the cattle of a 
dealer outside the city. Fifty-five animals 
were thoroughly examined, and were found to 
be free of all trace of the disease, although 
these cattle were in contact with cattle which 
are suspec of having the disease in 
England.

Mr. Hughes, at this meeting of the Cabinet, 
maintained that it would be futile for the 
United States to approve of any plan for the 
participation of American nationals.in an in. 
quiry of experts to be held under M. Poin- 
caré’s limitations. 

It appears that the French Embassy has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Paris, which, it is 
understood, insists that the investigation of 
Germany's capacity to pay should be limited 
to the period ending with the year 1930. 

Later. 

M. Jusserand, the French Ambassador, has 
been» summoned to the State Department. 
President Coolidge’s spokesman at the White 
House, described him as feeling that a Re- 
parations inquiry, which was limited in ac- 
cordance with the French proposal, would be 
useless and futile. The spokesman added 
that the United States could serve no useful 
purpose bv participating in such an inquiry, 
which could have no more effect than the ex- 
amination of the situation by an auditor. For 
that reason the Washington Government is 
not inclined to co-operate in the calling to- 
gether of international experts. when they 
would be unable to put forward a far-reach- 
ing and comprehensive financial plan. It was 
not to be expected that such a change in 
Germany’s economic situation conid occur 
within six years as would ensure substantial 
reparation payments.—(Reuter.)

THRILLING RESCUE OF 
CREW OF NINE.

The Belfast collier, Castleisland, from Mary- 
port to Belfast, with a crew of nine, ran 
ashore yesterday morning during a strong 
gale on the South Briggs rocks, off the County 
Down coast. = ss ' 

Heavy seas soon carried away the masts, 
and the crew took refuge on the bridge, 
where, drenched to the skin, they stood 
shivering in the biting cold for two hours, 
until the hadee lifeboat took them off 
shortly before collier foundered. 

Before succour reached them several mem- 
bers of the crew were swept overboard before 
the eyes of their companions, but fortunately 
were washed back again. t was when the 
men had almost abandoned, hope, and when 
the ship was on the point of breaking in two, 
that the lifeboat appeared out of the gloom. 
A thrilling and gallant battle with the wind 
and waves was fought before the lifeboat. was 
able to get the shipwrecked sailors to safety. 

The Gastleisland left Maryport about 10 
o’clock on Thursday night. It was calm for 
about four hours of the trip, but after that 
th. . was a raging sea, which was lashed to 
fury by a fifty-mile-an-hour gale. 

In the darkness the ip struck the 
treacherous reef at South Briggs, about two 
miles from Donaghadee. The impact made 
the vessel shiver from stem to stern. 

Frantic efforts were made to get her off, 
but she remained fast. The waves imme- 
diately began to play havoc with the vessel, 
and before long it was realised that she was 
doomed. 

The crew took refuge on deck, which was 
soou awash, and then they had to take to the 
bridge. 

Captain Owens, the skipper, made every 
effort to save the vessel, and his instructions 
were promptly carried out by the men, who 
displayed not the least sign of panic.

“A DIFFICULT JOB.” 

An inspector of the Lifeboat Institution 

who was on board the lifeboat, said that the 
boat reached the wreck about 8 o’clock, with 
a north-east wind and a very heavy sea. The 
lifeboat came upon the port quarter of the 
wreck, and one of the crew made a leap for 
tha boat, but fell short into the sea. He was 
pulled on board. 
, ** We went alongside the wreck bow on and 
endeavoured to make fast. There was a very 
heavy sea washing right across the wreck and 
on top of us. We could not make her fast, 
and the crew had to jump from the ship to 
the lifeboat. Ore man had to spring nine 
feet. We helped him on board. It was a 
djficult job keeping the lifeboat close. She 
war: tossed about like a cork, and her bows 
were damaged through hitting against the 
side of he doomed vessel. 

‘It took a lot of time to get the crew off, 
as we were driven away from the ship several 
times. 
cracking up rapidly, and part df the bridge 
was i away as we were alonside.’’ 

Six of the rescued men—namely, Captain 
Owens, C. Watson, J. Ross, S. Gamble, 8. 
Owens, and J. McCabe belong to Carrick- 
fergus. The remaining three are Belfast 
men. All took the 1.20 p.m. train for Belfast 
to proceed to their homes. i 

SCENE OF THE WRECK. 

South Briggs reef, on waich many other 
ships besides the Castleisland have been 
wrecked, is a hidden ridge of rock about half 
a mile long, four miles from Donaghadee. 

' It is awash at low water, but to give warn- 
ing to mariners, a light buoy was placed there 
some years ago. : 

The wild seas extinguished the light last 
night, and it was pitch darkness when che 
Castleisland struck. 

The coastguards at Groomsport heard the 
syrens, and saw the rockets from the Castle- 


island. They immediately telephoned to 
Donaghadee. 

The lifeboat William and Laura, which is a 
motor craft, has been twelve years in 


Donaghadee, and has been instrumental in 
saving many lives. 


“OBITUARY. 


Mn. MAURICE HEALY. 


We regret to announce that Mr. Maurice 
Healy, solicitor, died yesterday morning, 
after a brief illness, at his residence, Ashton 
Lawn, Ballintemple, Cork. 

Son of the late Mr. Maurice Healy, of 
Bantry, County Cork, he was born in that 
town in 1859, and was educated there and 
in the Christian Brothers’ School, Lismore, 
County Waterford, where his father was 
Clerk of the Lismore Union. 

After a brilliant course, Mr. Healy was 
admitted a solicitor in the Trinity Term, 
1882, and opened his practice at Grand 
Parade, Cork. From the outset his ability 
was recognised, and his practice developed 
rapidly. > 

An excellent all-round lawyer, Mr. Healy 
was one of the best authorities on the many 
Land Acts relating to Ireland which were 
passed by the Imperial Parliament durin 
the past half-century. Theoretically iol 
practically his ween oD of all these Acts 
was profound. In the iraming of many of 
them his imvaluable aid was sought, and 
he was regarded as a great authority on the 
subject in the House of Commons. To him 
the tenant farmers of Ireland are largely 
indebted for the amelivration oi their con- 
dition. 

In 1885 Mr. Healy first entered Parliament 
as a Nationalist member for Cork City, 
which he represented for an unbroken period 
of 25 years. In 1910 he was elected as Inde- 

ndent Nationalist for North-East Cork. A 
ew years later, at the time of the 
Redmond-O’ Brien split. Mr. Healy and Mr. 
William ,O’Brien successfully contested Cork 


League, defeating Captain Talbot Crosbie and 
the late Major William H. K. Redmond. 

Mr. Healy continued to represent Cork 
City until the Sinn Fein movement developed 
and the nominees of that party were returned, 
but declined to take their seats in the 
Imperial Parliament. 

During his long Parliamentary career Mr. 
Healy was most attentive to his duties; he 
never spared himself on behalf of the tenant 
farmers and the workers of Ireland. 


K.C., Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State, Mr. Maurice Healy married, in 1887, 
Annie, daughter of the ‘ate Mr. A. M. 
Sullivan (who wrote “ The Story of Ireland ’’) 
and sister of Mr, Serjeant Sullivan, a pro- 


minent member of the Irish Bar, now 
practising in London. 
He leaves a widow, two sons, and one 


daughter. One of his sons, Mr. Maurice F. 
Healy, was a member of the Irish Bar, and 
now enjoys an extensive practice at the 
English Bar, in London. It may be mentioned 
that Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, Minister for Home 
Affairs, was serving his apprenticeship with 
Mr. Healy when political circumstance: altered 
his career. 

The, death of Mr. Healy has caused deep 
regret throughout Cork City and County.

Both to-day and to-morrow will be observed 
as Days of Remembrance and Thanksgiving 
in connection with the fifth anniversary of 
the signing of the Armistice which ended the 
fighting in the Great War. 

To-day “ Poppies for Remembrance’”’ will 
be sold throughout Great Britain and Ireland, 
North and South, in many places abroad, 
and on British liners on the high seas, in aid 
of disabled ex-service men of all ranks and 
their dependents. These pretty scarlet 

ppies, each with a pale green leaf, have 

n made—and made very skilfully—chiefly 
by severely disabled ex-service men in the 
British Legion Poppy Factory, Old Kent road; 
London, 8.E. 

Over twenty-five millions will be offered 
for sale to-day in the United Kingdom alone. 
The Free State received a consignment of 
150,900, and it is safe to predict that all will 
be sold early in the day. Throughout yester. 
day the headquarters of the Legion of Irish 
Ex-Servicemen in Kildare street, Dublin, was 
Deseiged by men and women anxious for 
supplies to sell to-day. A note in ‘hursday’s 
Irish Times aroused enthusiasm in the pro- 
vinces, and telegrams asking for supplies 
poured in from every county. 

It is interesting to note that the money 
received for the poppies sold in Ireland will 
go to funds for benefiting only Irish ex- 
servicemen. 


TO-DAY’S CELEBRATIONS. 

There will be parades of ex-servicemen in 
Dublin to-day to attend a special Service in 
St Patrick's Cathedral this morning, particu- 
lars of which are given below. 

A Solemn Requiem Mass will be celebrated 
at. the Pro-Cathedral, Marlborough street, 
Dublin, at 11 o’clock.

AMERICAN CO-OPERATION 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


Commenting editorially upon the insurrec- 
tion, engineered by General Ludendorff and 
Herr Hitler, which has been quickly sup- 
pressed, T Ae Times says:—It is satistactory 
that the Ludendorif myth has been exploded, 
and that the most dangerous elements in the 
reactionary movement in Bavaria and else- 
where have, for the time being at any rate, 
recived a severe check. ‘The Government of 
Herr Stresemann, which for the past fortnight 
has been in great danger, has sudceeded in 
suppressing the Communist movement in 
Saxony and Thuringia, and now, by a comedy 
of errors on the part o* its opponents, finds 
itself delivered, ten:porarily at least, from the 
menace that had assumed iis most acute form 
in Bavaria. Ali these events do, however, 
constitute a very grave warning. The menace 
of civil war in Germany is by no means over, 
and the Republican Government of Germany 
must still face great difficulties in the effort 
to maintain its constitutional authority. 
_ The Prime Minister brought the whole matter 
into the right perspective, when speaking at the 
Guildhall banquet last night. He declared that 
“Allied co-operation is not exclusively an 
international interest; it is a British in- 
terest." The peace of Europe can only be 
secured if those countries who were. Allies 
in the war reaily agree to co-operate instead 
of pursuing, as they have done during the 

ast year, dangerously divergent policies. Mr. 

aldwin spoke impressively last night of the 
results provisionally achieved by the deliber- 
ations of the Imperial Conference. The moral 
and material potentialities of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations are unique in the 
history of the world. If they are wisely 
administered, they can he so applied as to 
bring new power to that European civilisation 
from which they spring. A critical moment 
has come in the history of the British Em- 
pire, and it is no fortuity that at this moment 
& new attempt is being made once more 
to bring the kindred civilisation of the United 
States. into some kind of association with the 
efforts that are beng made to prevent the 
relapse of Europe into barbarism. The 
darkest menace of all is not German disorder 
in itself, but that set and narrow purpose 
which by dividing the Allics has for the 
present made the co-operation of America 
un possible. 


MR. MAURICE HEALY. 
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REGRET IN LONDON. 


In the course of an obituary notice of Mr. 
Maurice Healy, Zhe Times remarks :—To 
many who were acquainted with the House of 
Commons between 1885 and 1918 the news of 
Maurice Healy's death will come with a sense 
of personal loss. He was not a prominent 
figure in Parliament; indeed his modesty and 
shyness kept him in the background while his 
more: notable brother shone in the Assembly, 
but members generally knew the real worth 
of this quiet, kindly, able man, and all who 
knew him personally loved him for himself.
